EDITORIAL 


THE LIVING SPEECH 


February 12 stands oommemorated eaoh year as the 
birthdate of President Abraham Linooln. Numerous 
anecdotes and incidents in the life of this groat 
leader are known but one of the best romemberod is his 
Gettysburg Address. 

It was in timo of war when he held the helm of tho 
nation end through the perilous years of oivil oonfliot, 
ho kopt truo to his idenls and diod a martyr for done 
Coracy. It is ogpooially important that the Amorican 
pooplo boar in mind tho words of Linooln and roread tho 
truo meaning in tno linos of his living spoooh. 

"Four score and soven years ago our fathers brought 
forth on this oontinent, a now nation, oonoeived in 
Liberty, cnd dedicated to the proposition that all men 
@re oreated equal, 

“Now we are engaged in a great oivil war; tosting 
whether that nation, or any nation so conceived and so 
dedicated, oan long endure. We aro met on & great 
battlefield of thot war. We have oome to dodicate a 
portion of that field asa final rostingeplaco for 
those who hore gavo their lives that that nation might 
live. Itis altogether fitting and propor that ve 
should doa this. 

"But, in a larger sense, we cannot dedicate == we 
cannot consecrate =~ we cannot hallow -. this ground. 
The brave men, living and dead, who struggled here have 
consecrated it, far above our poor’ power to add or dow 
treot. 
what we say here, butit oan never forget what they did 
here, It is for us tho living, rather, to be dedioat~ 
ed hero to tho unfinishod work which they who fought 
here have thus fer so nobly advancod. It is rather 
for us to be here dedicated to the great task remain- 
ing before us «= that fran these honored dead we take 
increased devotian to that oause for which they gave 
the last full measure of cevotions that we here highly 
resolve that those dead shall not have died in vain; 
that this nation, under God, shall have a new birth of 
freedazs; and that government of the people, by the 
people, for the people, shall not perish fran tie earth."
